Will Control Ice Floes and Hold Ice 
In Check, Preventing Damage by 
Breaking of Ice Packs. 


On© of the first things that hun­ 
dreds of people who go to Keokuk. 
Iowa, August 26, for the formal open­ 
ing of the $25,000,000 power develop­ 
ment dam at that point will ask is as 
to the use of the long, curved con­ 
struction lino which extends from the 
power house far out into Lake Cooper, 
th a t beautiful body of w ater over 
which the fastest motor boats of the 
middle west will race August 26, 27 
and 28. 
This opens up one of the 
most interesting fields for study and 
observation in connection 
with 
the 
w ater power project, the annual bat­ 
tle with the ice of 
the 
Mississippi 
river. 
All those who have lived with­ 
in range of the Mississippi are famil­ 
iar with tho great gorges that form 
each winter. 
The gigantic ice fender built in con 
nection with the Keokuk dam is more 
than half a mile long, constructed of 
solid concrete, and is connected with 
a floating boom of an additional reach 
of 500 feet. 
The fender is a bridge 
with piers ten feet in thickness sep­ 
arating spans sixty feet wide. 
The 
w ater will flow through the twenty- 
nine spans, while the 
ice 
will be 
caught and stopped by 
the 
super­ 
structure. 
The actual effect of this 
fender will be largely to 
stop 
the 
actual breaking up of ice floes, and to 
hold them until they naturally melt 
in their beds without moving. 
It is thought that Lake Cooper, in 
which the current is almost imper­ 
ceptible, will freeze 
into 
a natural 
skating rink of unusual advantages, 
and sportsmen who 
have 
given the 
m atter careful thought state that no 
point in th© United States possesses 
greater opportunities for becoming a 
race course for speedy skaters that 
will attract the champions from all 
parts of the world. 
When it is con­ 
sidered that Lake Cooper is becoming 
known nationally as an ideal 
race 
course for power boats, Keokuk bids 
fair to take a prominent place in the 
world of sport, a feature that xvi I 
bring attention to the entire surround 
ing country. 


First School for Waifs. 
The first organized society in the 
world to deal with the education of 
slum children and waifs of the street 
was launched in London 69 years ago.

The investigators at the Missouri 
college of agriculture

what good feeders already know, that 
corn—good corn—is a good feed for 
any animal and that there is no need 
of withholding it from any animal 
needing food. At the same time, it is 
shown that corn alone is not nearly 
so good or profitable a feed as corn 
supplemented by some protein food, 
such as tankage, linseed oilmeal or 
soy beans. 
In hogs fed exclusively on corn the 
animal becomes very fat and chubby 
and does not develop properly; 
the 
bones are brittle and easily broken. 
Sixty-five hogs were used in this 
experiment and they were divided into 
lots of 
five each. Twelve 
different 
rations were 
used with 
corn alone in 
i two of them 
and corn 
supplemented 
with some other feed in the others.

Nothing Better for Children, ae It la 
Almost Entirely Free From 
Dreaded Tuberculosis. 


The common milk goat can be kept 
by the families who cannot afford to 
keep a cow and as the milk of the goat 
Is highly nutritious it is an excellent 
substitute 
for the cow’s milk. 
For 
children there is nothing better and it 
is a well-known fact that it is almost 
entirely free from tuberculosis. 
But, answering a question of a cor­ 
respondent as to whether it is profit­ 
able to keep common goats on the 
farm for the milking purposes, wre 
should say that as a general rule it is 
n ot 
Goats require the proper feed just 
the same as other animals if they are 
expected to give large quantities of 
milk and unless one lives near a large 
city where goat's milk can be sold to 
hospitals and rich private patients of 
physicians, it cannot be disposed of to 
advantage. 
Common goats are cheap to begin 
with; they cost litGe if a small flock 
is kept on a large farm, as they can 
pick up a pretty fair living by brows 
ing on the place. 
On the other hand, the odor from 
the bucks is intolerable to most people 
Goats are difficult to confine within 
bounds as they will climb fences of 
almost any height, and their favorite 
sunning place is the top of the barn 
roof. 
Altogether, we should say that 
the common milk goat is entirely out 
of place on the average farm.

appears before the unloading, while 
Fig. 2 shows the position of the frame 
with the rack on it. 
The posts A are 
4 by 4’b set firmly into the ground. 
These posts should be set about 
feet apart crosswise. 
The length and height of the frames 
depend upon the racks used, BB are 
the lifting braces, which must be well 
made and securely bolted to the posts, 
yet not so tight as to hinder them 
from moving freely in the loading or 
unloading of rack. 
The pieces C are 
2 by 6s bolted to the lifting braces. 
At their forward ends two short pieces 
of 2 by 48 (E) are bolted that strike 
against the rack as it is being driven 
between the frames, thus bringing up 
the lifting frames and raising the rack 
off the wagon. 
Two crosspieces of 2 by 4s (D) are 
bolted lengthwise to the poet to give 
the frames rigidity. 
Two hooks (F> 
are bolted at the forward end of D to 
stop the forward movement of the lift­ 
ing frame. 
These are placed a little 
past the center so aa to lock the frame 
while up. 
Two pawls notched at one 
end are bolted underneath the rack 
frame with the notched ends against 
the rear bolster of the wagon.

POINTED PARAGRAPHS 
ON THE KEOKUK DAM 
Talked of For Immigration 
Commissioner at New York. 


The greatest water power develop­ 
ment in the world, generating 200,000 
electric horsepower, is located 
at 
Keokuk, la., and is now’ sending out 
power as far as St. Louis, 175 miles 
to the south. 
Approximately the darn is 4,500 feet 
long. 
Its height is 53 feet, the width 
29 feet at the top and 42 feet at the 
bottom. 
Later the dam will be used 
as a railroad bridge, with two tracks 
carrying the heaviest railroad traffic 
between Illinois and Iowa. 
The power house, in which the elec­ 
tricity is generated, is 1,718 feet long, 
132 feet and IO inches wide, and 177 
feet and 6 inches high. 
The power company built entirely 
at its ow’ii cost a lock and 
dry dock, 
which became the property 
of 
the 
United States gratis upon completion. 
The lock in size is in 
the 
Panama 
class, having the same great width as 
those on the isthmus, and one-fourth 
greater lift than any of the canal 
locks. The dry dock is only slightly 
smaller than the largest one used by 
the navy department at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 
The power dam will be 
formally 
opened August 26, 27 and 28 by a cele­ 
bration and river regatta, the latter 
under the direction of the Mississippi 
Valley Power Boat association. 
Na­ 
tional officials and governors of sur­ 
rounding states will be 
in 
attend­ 
ance. 
By the construction of the 
dam, 
deep water navigation results for 50 
miles or more 
to 
the 
north. 
Lake 
Cooper, directly north of the concrete 
monolith, has an area of IOO square 
miles, and with a current that is 
al­ 
most imperceptible, bids fair to be­ 
come the leading motor boat 
race 
course in the United States. 
Among the items in the construc­ 
tion of the dam might be mentioned 
650,000 barrels of cement and $1,000,- 
000 worth of machinery. 
About 2,500 
men were employed on the job.

WAR ON HOG CHOLERA 


Serum Developed by Department 
of Agriculture Used. 


Cleaning Up of Infection Is Huge Job, 
But Believed Can Be Accomplished 
Same as Eradication of 
Ticks in South. 


Beginning with a few counties in 
Iowa and Indiana, the departm ent of 
agriculture is commencing a campaign 
for the eradication of hog cholera. As , 
this disease is as wideepread as the 
hog raising industry, which covers the 
whole country, the cleaning up of the 
infection is a large order. 
It is be­ 
lieved. however, that it can be done in | 
much the same way that the cattle tick ; 
is being eradicated from the south. 
Before the tick eradication work . 
started it was feared that it was aa 
impossible task. 
The experts of the 
departm ent, however, figured out m^th- i 
ods of cattle dipping, pasture rotation 
and oth er means of control so that I 
now a q uarter of the area in the south ! 
that formerly was under strict cattie I 
quarantine has been declared tick free j 
and released. 
Counties adjoining tho | 
cleared territory have seen the bt ne- j 
fit and are taking up the work so that j 
eventually the impossible will be ac- j 
cam piished and ' 
whole cf Hie south !

Congress 
last year appropriated $75,000 to start 
the work. 
The beginning in Iowa will 
be in co-operation with the Iowa State 
college. 
The method used will be the 
serum th at was developed by Doctor 
I>orsett of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture. 
Hog cholera is by all odds the great­ 
est scourge of the hog-raising industry. 
It was estim ated that it coct the farm ­ 
ers last, year $60,000,000. 
Before the 
discovery of the serum treatm en t the 
toll was still larger. 
Cholera was re­ 
garded as inevitable and was almost 
always fatal. There was no protection 
against it except segregating the well 
hogs, and this precaution was uncer­ 
tain. 
I he injection of the serum gives im­ 
munity irom attack even on close con­ 
tact. 
rI he immunity is not perm anent, 
but it lasts long enough to allow’ clean­ 
ing up an entire community. 
It was 
estim ated th at the second year the 
serum w’as in use it saved about $11,- 
000,000. 
Now' many of the states are 
m anufacturing the serum in their own 
agricultural laboratories and distribute 
it free or: application. 
I he plan for cleaning up the country 
is to commence on county areas, as is 
being done in Indiana and Iowa, and 
gradually spread the work, cleaning up 
in widening circles and preventing the 
importation of the disease by careful 
quarantine. Any specific local outbreak 
will be wiped out as quickly as it can 
be located. 
It may be the work of years to get 
all the country cleaned, but it is be­ 
lieved once it is cleaned it can be kept 
so. This will mean a great increase in 
the hog-raising industry, larger profits 
and a proportionate reduction in the 
price of meat.

Corn for Silage. 
Corn for silage should be plowed 
enly one way. 
The corn should be 
drilled in the row and thinned to one 
stalk to the foot. 
A small-sized stalk 
and ear is much more preferable for 
silage than the large stalk and ear 
that usually results where the corn 
is cultivated for feed.

year 1911, and was left to grow seed, 
the season 
was 
favorable for seed 
yield,

field averaged less 
than fifty pounds of seed to the acre, 
yet this one plant, in the midst of the 
field 
surrounded 
by 
thousands of j 
plants under 
the 
same 
conditione 
which failed to produce seed 
satis­ 
factorily. 
made 
an 
exceptional 
growth of fine leafy stems and 
set 
such an enormous yield of seed. 
Sixty grams of the seed from this 
plant have been used to seed a tenth- 
acre plot for increase at Rocky Ford, 
and also a row in the 
comparative 
nursery test. 
that 
comprises 
other 
choice selections. Thirty grams of the 
seed have been sent to the station at 
Fort Collins to test out in that sec­ 
tion of the state. 
The work of eelecing choice 
indi­ 
vidual plants is resulting in a decided 
improvement of the type of alfalfa, 
not only 
for seed 
alone, 
but fine 
quality 
and 
a 
large production 
ol 
forage. 
The question of seed production 
seems to depend on more care in se­ 
lecting soil conditions adapted to reg­ 
ulating 
moisture 
supply so 
as to 
make a slow dwarfed growth, yet in­ 
suring 
moisture to set 
and till the 
seed.
